Leviton, Hubell, and other old line electrical supply houses still make many 

of the part numbers that they made in the 40's and 50's. However, they are 

for the most part not the same parts, just have the same part numbers. The 
Levtiton ceramic 4" box lamp socket, for example, is now plastic, and does not 
hold up very well in the Houston environment. Hubell and Woodhead still make the 
AC power connector that's supposed to fit the BC-610, but most don't fit, as 

the OD has grown by about 1/16" over the years. And the wall thickness has 
shrunk so that if you chuck it in a lathe and try to run it down, it falls apart 
befor it gets small enough to fit. 


So if Leviton still list the parts you need, buy them and try them. If they 
work, great. If they don't, start looking under the tables at (non-radio) 
flea markets and garage sales like I have. 


Actually, the only exception to this that I know of (radio related) is the 
Appleton Connector. Still looks pretty much like it did in 1940 with only one 
exception, which I'll be happy to explain to anyone who knows what an Appleton 
Connector is. :-)
